S.O. 699(E).—The following order made by the President is published 
for general information :— 


ORDER 

Whereas I, R. Venkataraman, President of India, had on the 13th January, 
1990, made an Order ruspending for a period of four months from that date 
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the operation of certain provisions of the Delhi Administration Act, 1966 (19 of 
1966) (hereinafter referred to as “tlie Act”); 

And wlicreas f liad on the lOfli May, I9y0 niade a fiivllier Ortlcr continu¬ 
ing the suspension of the operation of the provisions of the Act suspended pndcr 
the afresaid Order for a further period of four months with effect from 13t1r 
May, 1990; 

And whereas 1 have received a report fiOin tlie Administrator of Ihe 
Union territory of Delhi and after Lpnsidcring the report. 1 am : air tied that 
the situation in the Union territory of Delhi continues to be such that the admi¬ 
nistration of that Union territory cannot be carried on in accordance with the 
provisions of the Act, and that for the proper administration of that Union 
territory, it is necessary that the operation of the provi ions of tire Act suspend¬ 
ed by me under the first mentioned Order should continue to remain suspended 
beyond the period of eight months; 

Now, therefore, in c.vercise of the powers conferred by section 31 of the 
Act and of all other powers enabling me in that behalf, 1 herebv direct that the 
operation of the provisions of the Act suspended by virtue of clause (a) of 
the first mentioned Order shall conthiuc to remain suspended for a further 
period of four months with effect froni the 13th day of September, 1990, and 
that for the words “eight months" occurring in the said clan e (a\ as subse¬ 
quently amended, the words “one year” shall be substituted.
